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Alta Loma senior turns 
grief in positive direction

Tami Molineux still cries 
sometimes about her brother 
who was killed by a drunk driver 
almost two years ago, when he 
was 13. 

But the 18-year-old Alta Loma 
High School senior took her 
grief and used it to start a fight 
against drunken driving. 

“It tore a gaping hole in my 
family,” she said of her brother's 
death. “‘I cry. | cry alot.” 

Shortly after her brother 
Robbie’s death, Molineux started 
a chapter of Students Against 
Drunk Driving. 


As aresult of Molineux’s 
tears, she estimates 
“thousands” of students now 
have signed contracts agreeing 
to call their parents for a ride 
home if they are ever too drunk 
to drive, no questions asked. It’s 
a two-way contract: the parents 
also agree to call for a ride if 
they are too drunk to drive. 


“Pve noticed drunk driving is a 
fact of everybody’s life,’’ she 
said. 































Two Alta Loma High School 
students have been killed in 
drunken driving accidents in the 
last year, she said. 

“We want to get that down to 
nothing.” 

Highway Patrol officers visited 
the Alta Loma High School 
campus recently with 
information about the dangers of 
drunk driving, bringing with them 
the carcass of an automobile 
wrecked in a drunken driving 
accident that happened alittle 
more than a month ago on the 
Devore (15) Freeway. The person 
in the accident suffered 
extensive injuries. 

The officers also displayed 
graphic photographs of actual 
scenes of drunk driving 
accidents. 

A CHP officer who 
investigated Robbie Molineux’s 
death, Ronald Miranda, said 
while he was on campus working 
at the SADD display, a student 
came up to him and asked what 
the big deal was about drunken 
driving. 

When he asked her if she ever 
knew someone who was killed 


by a drunk driver, she said no. 

“That’s the big deal,” Miranda 
said. “You don’t know. We're 
trying to show you what can 
happen before it happens. They 
don’t know the impact until it’s 
too late.” 

Spring break — which will be 
next week in most West Valley 
schools — is one of the prime 
times for drunken driving 
accidents, Miranda said. 
Graduation is another time for a 
high incidence of drunk driving 
fatalities. 

Juveniles now will face a 
stiffer drunken driving law. 
Because of the recent change, 
the legal blood alcohol level for 
juveniles is half that for adults, 
Miranda said. 

Young people caught driving 


with a .05 percent blood alchohol 


content will be considered 
legally drunk, Miranda said. 

“If you drive drunk and hurt 
somebody, it’s a felony,’ he 
said. 

Molineux said she’s trying to 
start a ride program in San 
Bernardino County for drunken 
drivers.

Upland’s town center 
Economic Development Corp.

The EDC has just sent out 
applications for the loan project 
and has had no takers yet, 
Pilcher reported. 

While new signs still are a 
priority, the consultant said he 
wasn’t sure what steps the 
organization will take. One 
option is returning to the council 
with the same request next year, 
he said. 

The $30,000 was just the first 
installment needed for the entire 
$90,000 sign project, he added. 

The signs are not a priority 
with the city right now, 
Councilman Frank Carpenter 
said, considering the other 
projects needing funding.

Mayor Richard Anderson said 
his hesitation lay in the fact that 
owners and merchants have yet 
to take advantage of the loan 
program.

Actress expanding

The Inland Empire’s building 
boom could buckle if a federal 
agency follows through with its 
threat this week to limit highway 
construction funds and halt 
construction in smog-choked 
cities. 

Lee Thomas, administrator of 
the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, this week 
threatened to withhold federal 
highway funds and limit major 
new industrial construction in 35 
urban areas that will fail to meet 
clean-air standards by Dec. 31, 
1987. 

Those sanctions could delay 
or kill $24 million in funds to 
improve street access to Ontario 
International Airport (which 
Congress approved after 
overriding President Reagan’s 
veto of a highway bill April 2), 
the proposed Foothill Freeway 
and new industrial development 
in the area. 

Sanctions ‘“‘could possibly 
bring some problems” to local 
developers, said Tom Kohl, 
executive director of the Baldy 
View chapter of the Building 
Industry Association. 

“But builders are very ready to 
work with anyone in the region 
to clean up the air problems”’ 
and help stave off the sanctions, 
Kohl said. 

Regional smog regulators here 
— who have known for at least 
five years that Los Angeles and 
the West Valley have had no 
chance of meeting the federal 
level for clean, healthy air — 
blasted Thomas’ announcement. 

“This area should not be 
punished,” said Ron Ketcham, 
spokesman for the South Coast

AQMD monitors and regulates 
Stationary pollution sources in 
the non-desert areas of San 
Bernardino, Riverside, Los

“To be punished now is very 
unfair,” Ketcham continued. 

“This area has worked hard 
toward improving the air, and 
meeting the standards by (the 
end of) 1987 was always 
recognized by everyone as an 
impossibility,” he said. 

Bill Sessa, spokesman for the 
state Air Resorces Board, 
agreed. ARB controls pollution 
from vehicles and other mobile 
sources. 

“We have the strictest air 
quality regulations. it’s counter- 
productive to penalize 
California,” he said. 

Withholding freeway funds, 
for instance, might lead to more 
congestion and therefore more 
vehicular air pollution, Ketcham 
and Sessa said. 

But Norton Younglove, a 
Riverside County supervisor who 
is chairman of the AQMD 
governing board, welcomed the 
news. 

“Not because | welcome the 
sanctions, but (because) it puts 
it on the record that they have no 
choice” but to enforce a 
provision of the federal Clean Air 
Act (1970) that calls for the EPA 
to impose sanctions in dirty-air 
areas. 

“On the ozone factor, we are 
far in exceedence of any other 
area in the country,” Younglove 
said.
